At 9:lff the'-Columbia 
cast off from her moorings And was 
taken in- tow by a tug. - The Shamrock 
started in tow A few minutes later. 
Covers were on. the mainsails and club 
topsails to keep them dry until the 
last moment, as there- was just enough 
fine. rain to dampen, them. At 10 
o'clock both yachts had leached -the 
east>nd of Gedney'a channel, and at 
10:10 the Columbia's ci$w began hoist- 
ing the m»<B^M>^T "It was set in five 
minutes. The Shamrock's mainsail be- 
gan to go, up at the same time, but it 
was fully fifteen minutes before the 
sail was set. At I0r25 both yachts cast 
off their- tow lines, broke out their Jibs 
and mastheaded their No, 2 club top- 
satis. The Columbia also- sent up her 
baby jib topsail on the stay. At the 
same time the committee boat Walter 
Liuckenbach anchored due south of the 
Sandy Hook, lightship and sent up the 
course signal. ,It Was east, making it 
a beat dead to; windward ~ot fifteen 


-from this same quarter. 


The regatta committee meant busi- 


ness this morning, for* a few minutes 
later they started a tug to log off the 
course, and at 10:45 the preparatory 
signal Was made. Both yachts then 
began, maneuvering; for positions, and 
at 10:55, when the warning signal was" 
given, they were playing for a weath- 
er berth to the northward of the line, 
the Shamrock breaking out her stay- 
sail at this time. 


JOCKEYING/ FOR THE START. 
When two minutes were-left before 


the starting signal both yachts were 
heading, a couple of lengths apart^ to 
the westward, with booms to port; the 
Columbia to windward. At one, min- 
ute the Shamrock began to Keep off 
for the -committee boat, which was ly- 
ing at the south end of the Hue, Cap- 
tain Hogarth's. Intention apparently be- 
ing to prevent the Columbia, then a 
length or so astern, from getting, the 
weather berth. When the starting 
gun was fired the Shamrock had run 
parallel with the line nearly to the 
center. She still held her course until 
nearly over the lightship before' she 
began to luff to.cross the line. Captain 
Barr, on the Columbia;: held hla yachl 
well in hand, being at this time a good 
length astern,'with sheets fiat aft. He 
began to luff the : moment Hogarth 
did, and shooting the Columbia across 
the Shamrock's wake he sent her 
across the line more than' fifty yards to 
windward of the. challenger and with 
such * good overlap on her that,, ac- 
cording, to the official time; she was 
only three seconds-astern. 
.

Both yachts now were close hauled 


on the starboard tack and were carry- 
Ing exactly the same sail—mainsail 
club topsail, lib, foresail and baby jib 
topsail. 
As soon as sheets were 


trimmed all hands, except the men sta- 
tioned at the head sheets, jumped for 
the weather side and huddled close 
down to the starboard rail, while the 
skippers watched each 
ether like 


hawks. 
There were not many yachts .or ex- 


cursion steamers out in time to see the 
start. Those on board the email fleet 
bad a splendid view of the start. The 
first ten mlnntes were anxious one* for 
the friends of both yachts. After that 
time It w&s all over but tbe shouting. 
In five mlnntes the'Columbia had wid- 
ened the distance to windward between 
herself and the Shamrock fully a 
length. She heeled more than the lat- 
ter boat, but her sails were all full and 
ahe was pointing higher from the mo- 
ment she rtArted.

Columbia's balloon jib/topsail was 
set immediately after the spinnaker 
and the head tails hauled down. She 
began her 15-mile run to the finish a 
about eight knots an hour. The Sham- 
rock's balloon jib topsail was set sev 
en minntes after rounding the •outer 
mark, and for a time It seemed as 
though she was overhauling the Co- 
lumbia. At the time that appeared to 
be a reasonable conclusion, because 
she, being the stern boat, was In posi 
tkm to take advantage of any'saualls 
that might come along. It soon becami 
evident, however, that her gain, was 
only apparent and that the Columbia 
was not only holding her own but, as 
the figures showed later, she was really 
gaining. 


The finish line, marked by the com 


mlttee boat and the Bandy Hook light, 
was not visible until tbe yachts were 
within a couple of miles of It Then 
there was a rush of steamers to 
reach the goal ahead of tbe yachts.

This was given and the State Depart 
ment Incloses a copy of the" same to 
Special Agent Bewail with Instructions 
to forward it to the Hawaiian Gove.ni 
ment and to communicate to the Gov 
eminent that the State Department o 
the United States declines to conside 
the claims but recommends that the 
Hawaiian Government'reconsider them 
and endeavor to effect some settle- 
ment which will be satisfactory to an 
parties. The merits of the claims are 
not acknowledged in any way, as th< 
United States declines to go into -them

scuttling their ships. Take lor in- 
stance the Isla dejCuba. Upon raising 
her the only .damage apparent from 
shot or .shell was one Vinch shot right 
squarely in the center of the conning 
tower, one smaller shell on her port 
quarter and another square in, the 
stern, while in ner bows she had^two 


• torpedoes with war-heads complete all 
ready lor action. It would app"ear from 
this that the one shot in the conning 
tower had taken all the fight out of her 
and in turning tall for shallow water 
she 'received her other injuries. Of 
•course no estimate of damage to her 
light upper-work, rbeats, <etc., could be 
made, as after -the. action the Petrel 
and Concord set fire to her. Much the, 
same state of affairs exists in the Isla 
de Luzon and' Don Juan de Austria. 


As is well known, Dewey's orders 


were only to capture or '.destroy the 
fleet -wherever found, and he destroyed 
It effectively. It i» probable he would 
have contented himself with the cap- 
ture "only of'th'oBe- vessels1 afterwards 
burnt. "Be. in fact, expressed, regret 
that he had not done so> but he was 
not aware, at the time that" the whole 
fleet was 'in Manila; -bay and assumed 
that he would have to follow stray ves- 
sels around the various islands.
